How far can Red China be con- 
tained by the war in Korea, by 
bombing North China, and by 
coastal raids by Chiang’s troops 
if it is possible to equip, trans- 

rt and supply them—without 

ringing in Red Russia? 

Gen. MacArthur glossed over 
this in his magnificent oratorical 
contribution before the Congress 
He minimized, but did not elimi- 
nate the danger. “The Soviets 
will not necessarily mesh its ac- 
tions with our moves,” he said. 


Sen. Taft has said the nation 
must not be stopped from adopt- 
ing the MacArthur policy by 
“any possibility the Russians 
may come into the war.” 


It still is folly to ignore con- 
sequences. If they come in it 
means a long and disastrous war 
which we should win—but only 
after we have sacrificed far, far 
deeper -than we did in the last 
great struggle.

Also, the American people must 
be prepared to face the conse- 


quences of war, should it come, 
because the plain fact is we are 
not ready to fight a war, especial- 
ly on two fronts. 


This was what Defense Mobi- 
lizer Charles E. Wilson was say- 
ing to the nation last week when, 
speaking to newspaper publishers 
in New York City, he said that 
within three years we would be 
strong enough to “insure peace.”

The 
United States is carrying the big 
burden. No end in sight. There 
are frustrations. Leadership in 
Washington is inadequate and in- 
articulate. And Gen. MacArthur 
is an orator, doing a job not done 
so effectively since Marc An- 
thony made his oration over 
Caesar's body. 

But, let us be sure we know 
the consequences.

One of the surviving tank crew- 
men was injured seriously. The 
other leaped from the turret to 
safety before the jarring collision. 
Five members of the train crew 
were hurt slightly and two of the 
80 passengers were injured. Only 
one passenger was hospitalized. 

The dead men, members of the 
137th National Guard medium 
tank battalion, were- Ronald Pet- 
erman, 19, Barberton; William 
Livingston, 22, Doylestown, Ohio, 
and Dale Cox, 27, Akron, Ohio. 

The tank commander, Don 
Jamison, 24, Rittman, Ohio, 
jumped from the turret hatch to 
safety, but other crewmen were 
trapped inside. Carl Nichols, 21, 
of .Akron, was seriously injured 
and the other three died instantly. 

The smashed tank was the first 
one in a tank column homeward 
bound from maneuvers.

FDIC Says 


$937 Million Net, 
13 Percent Gain 


WASHINGTON, April 29—(7. 
Bank profits in 1950 were the 
greatest in history, Maple T. Hart, 
chairman of the Federal Deposit 
Insurance Corporation (FDIC), 
said Sunday. 

Reports from the 13,446 FDIC- 
insured commercial banks showed | 
net profits after taxes amounted 
to $937,000,000, a 13 percent gain 
over 1949, he said, adding: 

“Stockholders of the banks 
shared directly in this prosperity 
with record dividends of $391,- 
000,000 or 42 percent of net profits 
after taxes.” 

The profits after taxes, Har! 
said, represented “an average of 
27.72 percent on basic common 
capital and 8.51 percent on total 
eapital accounts, the highest rate 
ef profits since 1946.” 

The FDIC chairman described) 
dividend payments to common 
stockholders as equivalent to “a 
direct return of 11.45 percent on 
this stock, the highest dividend 
payment in the history of the Cor- 
poration (FDIC).” 

“On May 12,” Hari said, “we 
will crosa the thresho!d of the 
eighth year in which there has 
been no receivership of an insured 
bank nor a penny’s loss to any 
depositor in an insured bank. This 
represents an all-time record for 
depositors’ safety in this nation.” 
He declared that loans—which 
the Government has lately been 
trying to stem for anit-inflation 
purposes—reached at the end of 
1959 the highest point ever up to 


that time. 

The loan rise accounted for 

most of the gain in bank earnings 
—gross current operating earnings 
were an unprecedented $3.931,- 
000,.000—as the average rate of 
return on loans advanced “slight- 
ly” to 4.34 percent. 
' Total income from loans rose 
14 percent over 1949 to a $2,008,- 
000,000 total, while interest on U. 
S. Government securities was 
practically unchanged at $1,015,- 
000,000. 

“Income from other securities 
increased by 12 percent and serv- 
ice charges on deposit accounts by 
nine percent, but together these 
sources provided only about a 
tenth of total current earnings,” 
Har! said. 

Income taxer took a stiff rise, 
almost one third. They totaled 
$428.000.000. Losses, charge-offs 
and transfers to reserve accounts

When the new synthetic sub- 
stance is mixed with the serum 
from a subject in whom cancer is 
present, the California scientists 
reported, the serum curdles in the 
manner of the curdling of milk on 
being mixed with lemon juice.

The investigators found that the 
eurdling takes place in the ‘early 
stages of cancer. About 830 cases 
of known cancer were studied at 
first with the substance obtained 
from human liver, and of these 
98.6 percent gave a positive re- 
action, the scientists reported.

@ natural substance present in 
the liver and other tissues, which 
is eliminated in normal persons 
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|but is allowed, for reasons un- 
‘known, to accumulate over the 
course of years in some persons, 
who develop cancer at a result. 
| This substance X, described as 
a carcinogen, produces antibodies 
in the blood of those individuals 
in whom it is accumulated, in an 
effort by the body to neutralize 
the toxic cancer-producing agent. 
While these antibodies manage to 
hold the cancer-producing agent 
in check in the initial ' stages, 
sometimes for a number of years, 
‘according to the theory, their pro- 
duction is gradually decreased to 
‘the point at which the cancer 
‘agent can do its damage unop- 
posed. : 
According to this theory, the 
\blood serum of all those individ- 
‘uals in whom cancer is present, 
even in the early stages, con- 
tains the anticancer antibodies, 
created in an effort by the body 
to fight off the cancer. These 
‘antibodies combine with the can- 
cer-producing agent (carcinogen), 
‘known under the general term, 
lantigen, and defang' it. Hence, 
when the cancér-producing anti- 
gen is combined with the serum 
from the blood of a patient in 
whom cancer is present, the anti- 
bodies present in the blood serum 
combine at once with the antigen 
and coagulate it. 


On the other hand, when the 
‘serum from a patient in whom no 
‘cancer is present is mixed with 
the cancer-causing , antigen no 
‘coagulation takes place, since no 
‘antibodies are present.

Bing asked the American Guild 
of Musical Artists to take disci- 
plinary action against Merrill. 
When the Guild decided that the 
issue was one for apbitration, 
Bing disagreed.

‘selfishly and as disloyally as Mr. 
| Merrill has no place in the Met- 
ropolitan, ” said Bing. “The case 
‘is closed as far as I am con- 
| cerned.”

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Do Fences Make Good Neighbors? 


- Editor L. P. Cross, of The Clayton 
Tribune, is still stirred up about the milk 
situation in his community up on the 
North Carolina border. You will remem- 
ber that about two weeks ago the Georgia 
Department of Agriculture stopped a North 
Carolina dairy from delivering milk in 
Clayton and Rabun County. 

What Mr. Cross has to say is this: 

“When the Georgia authorities say that 
the creameries of North Carolina cannot 
continue to supply their customers whom 
they have supplied with milk for a quarter 
of a. eentury it’s nonsense. If there was 
anything wrong with the milk products 
that they furnish it would make a differ- 
ence, but the Nantahala Creamery has 
been accredited with being the best in 
North Carolina and the fourth best in the 
United States. 

“The claim that Georgia ‘cannot accept 
the North Carolina standards is too much 
of a ‘holier than thou’ attitude that makes 
Georgia look small, by North Carolinians 
and Georgians alike.” 

The Rabun County editor points out 
that for 150 years folks have lived along 
the state line without a ripple in their 
friendship. They have attended the same 
churches and schools. Farmers whose land 
lies “astraddle” the line cultivate the fields 
with no thought to the border. Georgia 
children go to a North Carolina school 
close to them and so do children from 
North Carolina go to school in Georgia 
through reciprocal arrangements. 

Then for someone to come along and 
say folks along the border can’t drink the 
same milk has been hard for the Rabun 
Countians to take. 

We have a great deal of sympathy with 
Mr. Cross’ position. State lines were never 
meant to be barriers as the borders be- 
tween European countries always have 


been. Goods should flow freely between 
states with the minimum of regulation. 


As for foods, including milk, we have 
a Federal Pure Foods and Drug Act which 
should furnish adequate protection. 


We can go along with Tom Linder in 
his desire to foster dairying in Georgia 
and to protect Georgia children from im- 
pure milk. But this cutting off what 
seems to be a good supply to a compara- 
tively isolated mountain county is carry- 
ing this protection business a little far. 
Also too many of Mr. Linder’s decisions 
seem more vindictive than sound. And 
some, if he will pardon us, make no sense 
at all. They get all mixed with Mr. Lin- 
der’s Biblical prophecies. Furthermore, 
there is no doubt whatever but that Mr. 
Linder is delaying the development of 
Georgia as a real dairy state by his per- 
sonal, dictatorial spites. 


Florida intimates a retaliatory threat, 
the Florida Legislature having passed a re- 
olution for a committee to confer with 
Georgians on “trade barrier differences.” 
One Florida legislator has said, “Georgia 
wants to ship us poultry but denies this 
state the right to’ sell milk in Georgia.” 


Tom Linder says that Georgia is get- 
ting all of Florida’s good milk now. Sup- 
pose the Florida commissioner of agricul- 
ture says the same thing about Hall 
County, Georgia, chickens and sets up a 
chicken blockade at the state line. 


Good sense calls for officials from the 


states concerned to get together and work | 
out interstate standards on milk and other 


commodities of daily use. 

Until Georgia can produce enough milk 
within its borders to meet the demands of 
its population, we've no business being 
quite so choosy about ars saan from out- 
side. ~ 


Achievement—And Doubt—in Korea 


With the battle still raging in ‘Korea, 
and. the ultimate outcome yet in grave 
doubt, it still may be seen that General 
Ridgway achieved a really magnificent 


military success in recovering from the 


initial breakthrough by the Chinese. 

The breakthrough, which occurred 
when a battalion of South Koreans aban- 
doned their positions, could have been 
disastrous. The ill effects of it are ap- 
parent in the current retreat, which is 
to protect flanks exposed by the dent 
made in the center. 

There is no blinking the fact that an- 
other breakthrough seriously would dam- 
age the UN force and imperil the entire 
operation. It might then be necessary to 
abandon Korea and remove the forces to 
Japan. 


"Should that occur—or before it occurs, 
should the worst happen in the wake of 
another breakthrough, there would almost 
assuredly be a bombing of North China 
and, should the Russians react as they 


may, of Russian bases themselves. 

The test in Korea is between a highly 
mechanized and equipped Western army, 
and a huge mass of Orientals and Asiatics 
equipped with minor arms, depending on 
sheer weight of manpower. That Russia is 
so experimenting, because of her own sit- 
uation, goes without saying. 

‘There must be a very real salute to 
General Ridgway for a very great accom 
plishment in tactics, and we can hope the 
Chinese will be so chewed up they will be 
willing to make a peace. 


Newspaperman of the Year—Every Year

Or Plain Politics 


WASHINGTON—Sen. Robert A. Taft and 

other Republican critics of the administration’s 

Far Eastern policy are making a determined 

fight to have open hearings on the controversy raised by the 
President’s dismissal of Gen. Douglas MacArthur. 


On the other hand, Chairman Richard B. Russell and his 
Democratic associates on the Senate armed services committee, 
which will be in charge of the inquiry, aré determined that the 
hearings be conducted in closed session. The only exception 
Senator Russell makes is in the case of General MacArthur, who 
is scheduled to be the first witness. If the general desires that 
his testimony be taken in open hearings, he will be accorded this 
privilege. Otherwise it is the purpose of the chairman to éGon- 
duct everything behind closed doors. 

The purpose behind the Russell move is national security. If 
there is any purpose back of the Taft maneuver, it may be set 
down as political. 

In explanation of his stand against conducting open hearings, 
Senator Russell has reminded that we are engaged in a bitter war 
with the Chinese Communists in Korea. Much of the questioning 
regarding the facts leading up to the MacArthur dismissal will 
touch on matters of military secrecy. The committee chairman 
has pointed out that “one unguarded statement” made in an open 


hearing might endanger “the lives of, several thousand of our boys 4 % 


in Korea.” 


The Crux Herein lies the crux of the matter, of course. IH 
should be plain to anyone the risks involved in 
holding a full dress open hearing on the MacArthur controversy. 
Such hearings would equal or surpass the recent crime hearings 
of the Kefauver committee as a radio and telévision attraction. 
Regardless of how circumspect the participants in the inquiry 
attempted to be, the zeal of the headline ‘hunters on the committee 
would lead to mischief. It might result in grave injury to our 
fighting forces in Korea by tipping off the aay on ‘what our 
strategy is. 


To see that the public is kept fully informed on matters not 
involving military secrecy, Chairman Russell has proposed a sen- 
sible course for releasing parts of the testimony after each hearing. 
He would make the transcript available after it has been deleted 


‘of any military secrets. 


Senator Taft finds that unacceptable and he is preparing to 
demand. a showdown on the question when the armed services 
group and the Senate foreign relations committee, which wil] sit 
_ Jointly in the hearings, meet to outline procedure. 


Even Further Sen. Homer Ferguson (Rep., Mich.) would 

go even further. He is demanding that a 
joint congressional group, made up of members of both houses, be 
authorized to conduct a full-scale investigation into the MacAr- 
thur incident. He would put on the same kind of show the Re- 
publicans did when they launched the Pearl Harbor investigating 
committee after the end of the war. Having served on that com- 
mittee, he has the dress-parade complex with respect to investi- 
gating bodies. 

What Senator Taft and his associates are out for is obvious 
enough. They want to drag the MacArthur controversy out in 
the open as much as possible and extend the hearings indefinitely 
in the hope of stirring up and keeping alive a political issue. Any 
ward politician .can see what they are up to. The MacArthur 
controversy hearings would not be nearly so dramatic if conducted 
behind the closed doors of executive sessions. No television, radio 
and pictures to dramatize the scene. 


Taft’s position illustrates the extent to which political-minded 
men are willing to go in furthering their aims. It is inconceivable 
that a majority of the joint committee of inquiry will go along 
with his views. It seems little short of asinine that such a pro- 
posal should be made seriously in the first instance.

In 1935 Mrs. MacArthur, the general’s aged 
mother, journeyed out to Manila to see her son, 
and on shipboard met a youthful, charming 
Southern lady named Jean Marie Faircloth of 
Murfreesboro, Tenn. Miss Faircloth, born to 
wealth, was taking a cruise around the world. 
MacArthur's mother, a Southerner herself, liked 
her, thought that she would be an ideal wife for 
her son, and asked her to stop off in Manila. 


The general and Miss Faircloth fell in 
love and were married in New York (at the 
City Hall) on April 30, 1937. The MacAr- 
thurs returned te Manila, and neither has 
touched the American mainland since. Mrs. 
MacArthur is 19 years younger than her 
husband. They have one son, Arthur, born 
in Manila, who is 12. 


Mrs. MacArthur. is animated, dark, neat, 
pretty and alert. She misses nothing. She is 
vitally important to her husband’s life; he is 
crazy about her, and she worships him. Sne 
calls him not “Douglas,” nor by any nickname, 
but “General,” but this is not an example of 
stuffiness or awe of her husband; rather it rep- 
resents a type of traditional Southern courtesy. 
Nevertheless, it is something of a shock to hear 
her address him as “General” across an infor- 
mal luncheon table. 


Mrs. MacArthur takes a good deal of the load 
off the supreme commander's shoulders. She 
represents him at multitudinous social functions 
(to which he never goes at all), pays his respects 
- to various dignitaries, and, when he entertains 
at the Embassy, is a perceptive hostess. As a rule 
she awaits her luncheon guests in the large 
Embassy drawing room, alone or with Colonel 
Huff, and talks to them with cheerful high spirits 
till—sometimes half an hour later—the supreme 
commander enters. 


As he comes in the door, which is a tidy dis- 
tance away, she utters a mild exclamation like, 
“Why, there is the General!”—almost as if he 
“were an unexpected visitor. He advances rap- 
idiy, grasps her, says “Jeanie . . . Darling!” and 
kisses her warmly, in front of the guests, as if 
they had not seen one another for weeks, though 
they have in all probability not been separated 
for more than two or three hours. 


During lunch she carefully assists in giving 
the guests voice, in case they are too timid to 
talk or in the event that the general’s eloquence 
‘4s in full majestic flow, by interrupting gently 
and saying, “But, General, Mr. X wants to ask 
you about this-or-that.” Previously, before he 
has entered, she has found out tactfully what 
subjects the guest is most eager to discuss. 


Mrs. MacArthur maintains her role without 
the slightest pretension. At parties she does 
nothing to differentiate herself from other offi- 
cers’ wives, though, of course, people new to 
Tokyo feel a certain thrill when she enters and 


the assemblage whispers, “Mrs. MacArthur has 


arrived.” She stands in line to cash a check at 
. the bank like anybody else, shops at the PX, 
asks no special privileges, and is universally 
admired. 


In her husband’s actual work she takes little 
part, except that, for a period, she read and 
clipped the American magazines for him. If she 
has ever felt that his strange working hours 
make it difficult to maintain an easy household 
routine, she has never given a sign of it.. In 
‘plain fact, she probably sees more of him than 
do most wives of husbands who work a con- 
ventional nine-to-five day.

even briefly, and hates to submit him to the 
hurly-burly of such schools as Tokyo can pro- 
vide. Some years ago Arthur broke his arm 
skating. “The general,” I heard it put, “went 
crazy.” The fracture was simple, with no com- 
plications of any kind, yet the youngster was 
hospitalized for days, and the supreme com- 
mander demanded that dozens of X-rays be 
taken—one or two would have been enough.: Of 
course, the hospital was turned upside down, 
because MacArthur interrupted his own routine 
to visit him every day. The child has not been 
permitted to go skating since. 


Arthur, so I heard it said, is deliberately kept 
from being a genius. Whenever he shows a spe- 
cial aptitude for something, this is discouraged, 
so that he will grow up as a strictly normal 
youngster. 


The chief thing to report about him scho- 
lastically, at the moment, is that he is a 
bit slow with his spelling. For a time, grow- 
ing up in Brisbane, he spoke with an Aus- 
tralian accent; now it has a Poa tinge. 
Arthur has few playmates; it happens that 
not many parents in the general’s | periphery 
have children of his age. He has three dogs, 
of which he is very fond. 


Once General Whitmey got an urgent call 
from MacArthur early in the morning; he found 
him in his son’s bedroom, wearing an old West 
Point blanket as a bathrobe, and playing with 
Arthur and all three dogs. The general sees 
the boy first thing every morning and instantly 
on his return to the Embassy at night. Mem- 
bers of the entourage think that on Saturdays 
they may have a good chance of getting away 
from the office early, say by 8:30 p. m. instead 
of the usual 9 or 9:30, because on that evening 
father and son customarily see a movie to- 
gether, and the general is prompt in arriving 
home. " 


For some years the person closest to Arthur, 
next to his parents, was the Chinese nurse, Ah 
Chu (pronounced Ah Ju). She is a remarkably 
attractive old character, who cannot read or 
write. 


After the family settled in Tokyo Mrs. Mac- 
Arthur found Arthur a tutor in the person of 
Mrs. Phyllis Gibbons, known universally as 
“Gibby.” Mrs. Gibbons was a schoolteacher in 
the Philippines, of British nationality, who got 
caught by the Japanese there and who spent 
three years to a day, from Dec. 28, 1941, to Dec. 
28, 1944, in an internment camp in Baguio. “Gib- 
by,” a tall lady of great distinction, is as close 
to the MacArthurs as anybody, and no one is 
more highly valued. She is the queen of the 
MacArthur “court,” and a delightful person. 


The boy, too, is devoted to her, and she 
adores him. (‘He's a nice youngster. Such a 
lot of nonsense has been written about him. He’s 
very nice. I’m teaching him American geogra- 
phy now- out of your ‘Inside U.S.A.’”) Many 
people in~ Tokyo, anxious for the MacArthur 
favor, treat the boy as if he were a veritable 
crown prince. But.there is no nonsense like that 
with “Gibby.” Her whole effort is to make him 
as normal and unspoiled as possible. 


Some day, of course, young Arthur will have 
to go away to school.. He will necessarily have 
to have competition and external a. no 
matter how efficient Mrs. Gibbons’ regime is.

Meringues just 


If you have had trouble with 
them perhaps these suggestions 
and this basic recipe will help. 


The most influential factors 
in obtaining desirable me- 
ringues are: the extent of beat- 
ing the egg white, the time of 
adding the sugar, the method of 
adding sugar, the bhking time 
and temperature, and the pro- 
portion of sugar. to egg white. 


HOWS AND WHYS 


1. Egg whites should be at room « 


temperature before beating 
because a greater volume is 
obtained at room temperature 
than when colder. . 


. Salt is added to the whites to 
aid in inereasing foaming 
and stiffness. 


. An acid as cream of tartar is 
recommended to produce a4 
more stable foam and to in- 
crease tenderness. 


. Sugar should be added after 
egg whites are beaten stiff 
but not dry. 


. Extra fine sugar is best be- 
cause it dissolves in the egg 
white more quickly. 

. Sugar stabilizes the egg white 
foam and should be added 
slowly and beaten between 
additions until thoroughly 
dissolved. 

. Hand-operated beaters are 
recommended for making 
meringues. 

. To obtain crisp, tender me- 
ringues they should be dried 
in the oven instead of baked. 
Use a very low temperature 
at first then turn off heat and 
let them dry. 

Here fs our fool-proof me- 
ringue shell recipe. Little spoon- 
fuls make the meringue kisses; 
large spoonfuls make the shells 
for the base of desserts. 


MERINGUE SHELLS 
4 egg whites 
lg teaspoon salt 
14 teaspoon cream of tartar 
1 cup fine granulated sugar 
1 teaspoon vanilla 


Eggs should be at room tem- 
perature. Beat egg whites until 
they foam. Sprinkle with salt 
and cream of tartar. Continue 
beating until whites are stiff. 
Begin adding sugar 2 table- 
spoons at a time and continuing 
the beating until all the sugar 
is added and the mixture is 


= very stiff. Fold in vanilla. Cov- 


er cookie sheets with heavy 
paper. With spoon shape in 
large mounds about 2 inches 
apart. Hollow out the center of 
each meringue. Bake in a very 
slow oven, 275 degrees, for 40 
minutes, then turn off the heat 
and leave in the oven for 1 hour 
without opening the door at 
any time. Remove from oven 
and handle carefully when re- 
moving from the paper. Makes 
10 meringues. 


Just before serving fill shells 
with fresh fruit, ice cream,, cus- 
tard cream filling, or cover with 
a dessert sauce.

Child Into 
Encyclopedias 


If you expect your child to 
use an encyclopedia by himself, 
wait to expose him until he 
reaches the fifth or sixth grade. 
This is the advice of Miss 
Mary Frances Cox, head of the 
boys’ and girls’ department of 
the downtown Public Library. 

“Fifth or sixth grade is as 
early as children are expected 
to use encyclopedias,” said Miss 
Cox. “And that is soon enough 
to get a good set for home use.” 

Miss Cox also feels that chil- 
dren should get the “library 
habit” soon after they learn to 
read. This would mean at about 
the first grade level. 

“Many children of pre-school 
age accompany their parents to 
the library,” she said, “and 
that gets them enthusiastic 
about libraries. As soon as they 
can write their own names we 
will issue cards and allow them 
to check out books.” 

Books that every child should 
know before he enters school 
were listed by Miss Cox as fol- 
ows: 

“The Mother Goose rhymes, of 
course. And parents should take 
care 
Some editions are designed with 
boys in mind ... others for 
girls. 

“The Beatrix Potter books 
about Peter Rabbit are in the 
classics class. Every child loves 
them. 

“Winnie-the-Pooh books by 
Milne are either extremely 
pleasant reading, or are disliked 
by the children. There’s no mid- 
dle ground on Pooh... imagi- 
native little ones find him ir- 
resistible.”

Helps Baby to 
Happier Life 


If you want your baby to 
grow up with a good disposition, 
watch your moods when you are 
with him, psychologists advise. 
They believe that the insecurity 
of a growing youngster is often 


happened when he was in the 
carriage. 

The baby who senses that 
Mother’s chores concerning him 
are distasteful is likely to feel 
this same resentment when he 
has to take over the chores him- 
self. 

For instance, Mom should try 
to give baby the impressiqn that 
a bath is fun. Let him swish the 
wash cloth around in the tub 
and play with water toys. Save 
enough time for his bath so you 
don’t have to hurry him. 

If Mother is all set to go to 
a party and baby’s feeding time 
comes around, she should not 
treat.it as a burden. Instead she 
should don her apron and feed 
baby in the usual manner, Start- 
ing a favorable eating pattern 
for youngsters is especially im- 
portant. 

When changing baby’s diaper, 
don’t let him sense that it’s an 
unpleasant task. Talk to him 
gently and pat him often. 

A baby also senses Mom’s atti- 
tude by the way she holds him, 
psychologists contend. If she 
grabs him in a death grip, the 
tyke is likely to cry from an 
instinctive sense of fright. If 
she consistently holds him with 
a firm, secure grip, baby is like- 
ly to feel confident and happy. 

Don’t underestimate an in- 
fant’s intelligence, say these 
mental experts. The care Mom 
puts into reassuring her off- 
spring in the cradle stage, will
